iers. Beri-beri was specially mentioned as a prevalent disease. ^ 


Beri-beri is primarily a tropical disease, but its occurrence in the 


'ast few years in places where it was not at all expected h s led to a 
general interest in it among medical investigators. It is a form of i 
multiple neutritis, a disease of the nerves accompanied by inflamma- j 
tion. The patient is apt to have pain in his head back an 1 legs loss i 
of power in arms and legs, drop-wrist and drop-foot, mus ular wast- 
ing, tenderness in the muscles, tremor and sensory ci-turbances. 
The progress of the disease is usually slow, but it often en. Is with de- 
lirium, hallucinations or convulsions. The mortality is from 3 to 
50 per cent. 


Last year a Norwegian commission investigated the lisease be- 


cause of its frequent occurrence among sailors of that natic nality, and 
^ 


attributed it to toxin poisoning from tainted vegetables o meat. A j 
>ear and a half ago there was an epidemic at Panama, wrier: the cause j 
was attributed variously to food, *o a special germ and to emanations | 
f-om the soil. Sometimes it is caused by the toxins of ty >hoid fever 
cr other infectious diseases. A careful scientific investigation of the 
etiology of the disease is now being made in the Mala> Peninsula 
and in India. 


In the Japanese army tainted rice would be apt tc cause the 


trouble, or it might be a resultant of the various other dis. ases which 
;.re sure to occur among soldiers. Fortunately the treati lent of the 
disease is better understood than its origin.—Chicago Rec >rd-Journal
